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Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  Year  1925. 


In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  • 
this  is  to  be  considered  a Survey  Report,  dealing  more  fully  than 
usual  with  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  area,  and  noting  the 
progress  made  during  the  preceding  five  years  in  the  improvement  of 
the  public  health,  and  any  changes  which  have  occurred  during  this 
period. 

The  usual  list  of  General  Statistics  is  placed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  report,  for  convenience  of  reference.

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A.  NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  ABBA. 

The  Area  of  the  district  Is  85,827  acres. 

The  population  at  the  Census  in  1921  was  found  to  be  11,960. 

For  the  present  year  it  is  computed  at  13,430  for  the  purposes 
of  ascertaining  the  Birth  Rate,  and  11,970  for  calculating  the 

Death  Rate, 


The  population  at  the  Census  1901  was  13,436. 

The  population  at  the  Census  1911  was  13,257. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  population  has  varied 
very  slightly  in  the  last  25  years. 

The  Physical  features  and  general  character-  of  the  area  may 
be  described  as  agricultural  in  type.  Tilling  of  the  land  is  the 
main  occupation,  and  there  are  no  large  industrial  factories.  A 
fair  number  of  residents  are  occupied  in  ironstone  works,  an 
important  belt  of  this  ore  being  found  in  the  area. 

There  are  no  villages  of  large  siaa.  The  nearness  to  Or  ant  ham-, 
a Market  Town  with  good  railway  facilities,  is  a convenience  to  the 
Farmers  and  other  Inhabitants. 

Details  as  to  the  number  of  houses  and  number  cf  families 
or  separate  occupiers  are  not  available. 

The  Assessable  Value  is  £83,471,  the  proceeds  of  a penny  rate 
being  £413. 

The  Vital  Statistics  tabulated  above  show  that  the  Birth  Rate 
is  slightly  above  the  average  for  the  kingdom,  the  Death  Rate  also 
slightly  above  the  average,  and  the  infantile  death  rate  practically 
identical  with  it. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  22,  being  rather-  over 
nine  per  cent.  This  is  an  excessive  figure,  the  average  number 
for  the  preceding  years  being  17. 

The  Table  of  Causes  of  Death  is  appended.  It  will  be  seen 
that  there  was  one  death  from  enteric  fever,  and  ten  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  17  from  various  forms  of  malignant  disease. 


The  figures  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  higher  than  usual. 
The  other  causes  of  death  call  for  no  special  conment. 
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Poor  Law  Relief. --Daring  the  year,  156  persona  we re  in  receipt  of 
relief  at  a cost  of  £39  per  weok.  This  shows  a reduction  on  thm  pre- 
ceding, year,  when  189  persons  were  relieved  at  a weekly  cost  of  £42. 

There  was  no  special  cause  of  sickness  or  invalidity  during,  the 

year . 


B.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Hospitals.  The  Council  has  an  Isolation  Hospital,  with  two 
wards  and  an  administrative  block,  which  1©  capable  of  dealing  with 
12  cases  of  infectious  dise&ee  in  adults,  or  16  in  children.  This 
is  situated  3 miles  from  Grantham,  and  i®  in  a fairly  centra!  position 
for  the  district.  The  Hospital  was  open  for  S weeks  in  the  autumn  of 
1915,  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  being  admitted. 

The  ordinary  hospital  needs  of  the  area  are  mat  by  the  Grant haa 
Hospital,  which  contain s 36  feeds,  and  by  the  Infirmary  attached  to 
the  Poor  Law  Institution  in  Grantham. 

Arrangement©  have  recently  been  made  whereby  maternity  oases 
requiring  major  operative*  treatment  can  be  admitted  to  a boa©  at 
Lincoln. 

There  is  no  institutional  treatment  available  in  the  district 
for  Tuberculosis,  but  it  will  fe$  shown  later  in  the  report  that  ©vary 
possible  facility  is  given  for  tuberculous  patient®  to  receive 
sanatorium  treatment  outside  the  area. 

Unmarried  mothers  can  be  admitted  to  the  Grantham  Infirmary,  and 
this  institution  also  receive^,  in  emergency,  illegitimate  infants 
and  homeless  children. 


Ambulance  Facilities  are  ample,  a motor  ambulance  supplying  the 
needs  of  both  the  Borough' end  District,  and  feeing  frequently  used. 
This  is  employed  for  non- infectious  cases  only.  This  Ambulance, 
received  from  the  Red  Cross  Society,  is  the  joint  property  of  the 
Borough  and  Rural  District. 

The  Rural  District  possesses  a horse  ambulance,  for  conveyance 
of  infectious  cases. 

Clinic g..  an 4.  Tr e&tmen t C ont res.  -Thar e are  actually  none  in  the 
area.  It  is  obvious  that  in  a Rural  District,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics  would  not  be  feasible!,  as  only  a 
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vary  small  proportion  of  the  potential  patients  could  attend, 
owing  to  the  distance  involved  in  reaching  any  one  village 
from  many  of  the  others. 

A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and  Venereal  Treatment  Centra 
at  Grantham  are  available  for  the  district. 

The  Public  Health  Of  fleam  of  the  Authority  ere  : 

(i)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  part-time. 

(ii)  The  Sanitary  Inspector,  whole-time. 

In  each  case  a contribution  is  made  to  the  salary  by  an 
Exchequer  Grant. 

ftnrqittg  in  the  Home. -In  nearly  all  the  ‘Tillages  Of  the 
district',  the  services  of  a qualified  nurse  are  available  for 
general  nursing,  water  the  Victoria  Nursing  Scheme.  In  oases 
of  infectious  disease  nursed  at  home,  where  the  services  of  a 
nurse  are  required,  the  expenses  are  borne  by  the  authority, 
where  circumstance©  sake  this  course  advisable.  This  sourse 
was  adox’ted  during  the  year  in  nursing  three  cases  of  enteric 
fever. 

yidwlvee. -Mo  midwives  are  employed  or  are  subsidized  by 
the  authority.  Some  of  the  Victoria  Nurses  are  qualified 
midwives  and  act  in  this  capacity. 

Chemical  Work.  -Arrangements  as  to  examination  of  sputa, 
throat  swabs,  and  blood  in  easas  of  suspected  sntorio  far or, 
are  made  with  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  the  authority 
defraying  the  coat. 


C.  SAMIt&RY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. — The  chief  Source  of  the  water  supply  in  the  various 
villages  of  the  district  1©  derived  from  shallow  well®.  These 
wells  are  liable  to  pollution,  uhless  every  precaution  1©  taken. 
Many  analyses  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  the  district, 
and  certain  areas,  particularly  in  Barrdwby  and  Carlton,  show 
definite  evidence  of  soil  pollution.  The  danger  has  been 
lessened  by  improving  the  sanitary  conditions  in  these  and  other 
areas  during  the  last  20  years.  There  has  been  no  evidence  of  a 
water-borne  epidemic  in  the  district  during  the  present  century. 
A few  villages,  e. g.  , Ropsloy,  Colsterworth,  Sudbrook,  and 
Great  Ponton  derive-  their  water  supply  from  Springs,  and,  in  the' 
case  of  the  first  three  village©  mentioned,  storage  tanks  with 
pipe  supply.  Boothby  is  supplied  by  a deep-bora  well,  with 
pumping  plant,  and  the  question  of  continuing  this  supply  is 
now  receiving  the  attention  of  your  Sanitary  Committee.  The 
water  throughout  the  district  is  rather  hard,  and  has  no 
plumbo—  solvent  action).  The  supply,  on  the  whole,  compares 
favourably  with  neighbouring  rural  districts. 
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Rivers  and  Streams, — The  River  Witham  rises  in  the  district, 
and  flows  through  it.  There  is  no  gross  pollution  of  the  river, 
action  having  been  taken  in  several  cases  during  the  last  few 
years  to  prevent  pollution. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Each  year  the  condition  of  the  dis- 
trict has  been  improved  in  respect  of  these  important  matters. 
Sewage  schemes  at  Barrowby  and  Hough,  instituted  several  years 
ago,  have  proved  of  value.  The  conditions  ate  Great  Goner  by 
have  been  improved,  and  are  now  being  further  ameliorated. 

Closet  Accomodation* — There  are  but  few  water-closets  in  the 
area.  The  policy  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  has  been,  to  recommend 
the  pan  type  of  privy,  which  can  be  frequently  emptied.  Many 
old  ash-pits  have  been  done  away  with,  and  covered  concreted 
receptacles  substituted. 

Scavenging  is  mot  undertaken  by  the  Authority.  Ir  is  under- 
stood that  each  village  should  do  what  is  necessary  in  this 
respect.  This  is  not  always  carried  out  satisfactorily,  but  it 
is  obvious  that  a general  scheme  over  such  a large  area  is  almost 
impracticable. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  — The  Inspector’ s report  Is 
appended,  showing  in  tabular  form  the  number  and  nature  of 
inspections  made  by  him  during  the  year,  ana  the  number  of 
notices  served,  with  the  result  of  such  action. 

Sohool3. — The  general  health  of  school  children  has  been 
good.  An  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  .year 
caused  the  closure  of  four  schools,  and  in  September  the  School 
at  Colsterworth  was  closed  owing  to  the  threatening  outbreak  of 
a Scarlet  Fever  epidemic.

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D.  HOUSING 


Hogging  conditions  in  rural  districts *at  the  present  time 
are  not  good,  and  this  is  found  to  be  the  case  in  your  district. 
Some  of  the.  reasons  are  obvious,  and  need  not  be  dwelt  upon  here. 
It  is  not  realized  by  all  that  in  the  case  of  villages  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  a town  there  is  a considerable  demand  for 
houses  by  people  whose  occupation  lies  in  the  town,  and  it  is 
clearly  the  duty  of  a local  authority  in  considering  the  needs  of 
their  area,  under  Section  60  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925,  to  give 
their  first  thought  to  the  bona-fide  rural  population. 

Your  Council  has  not  confined  itself  to  these  narrow  lines, 
as  the  Council  Houses  at  Gonerby  clearly  show,  bat  it  may  fairly 
be  stated  that  for  the  residents  who  are  engage?  d in  agriculture 
there  is  no  aotu&l  shortage  of  houses,  were  it  not  that  some  of 
the  houses  are  occupied  by  persons  whose  occupation  is  different. 
The  Council  at  the  present  time  is  hoping  to  evolve  a Scheme 
whereby  houses  may  b or  erected,  particularly  at  South  Wifcham  and 
Barrowby,  and  let  at  a rental  within  the  capacity  of  the 
agricultural  labourer* 

It  will  be  seen  that  17  houses  were  erected  during  the  year 
by  private  individuals,  in  six  oases  with  State  assistance. 

Experience  of  the  last  25  years,  together  with  the  Census 
Returns,  makes  it  appear  improbable  that  any  important  change 
in  the  population  will  take  place  in  the  near  future. 

Overcrowding  is  found  in  a few  cases.  The  causes  are  that  a 
large  family  is  occupying  a house  too  small  for  it.  In  such 
cases  it  is  usual  that  both  landlord  and  tenant  would  wish  the 
tenancy  to  cease,  but  either  a larger  house  is  not  available,  or 
the  rent  of  such  house  is  prohibitive.  These  causes  are  very 
difficult  to  deal  with.  It  is  often  easy  to  visit  and  make 
suggestions  as  to  boardii^  out  members  of  the  household,  but  it 
is  rarely  that  such  advice  is  taken. 

No  proceeding,  further  than  this,  was  taken  during  the  year 

1925. 


The  list  of  houses  erected,  and  other  Housing  Statistics 
for  the  year  1925,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  report. 
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It  will  be  convenient  hare  to  place  on  record  the  various 
Works  undertaken  by  the  Authority  or  otherwise  during  the  last 
five  years  :

(6)  A new  3"  water  main  was  laid  at  Hops ley. 

(7)  90  yards  of  6"  sewer  were  laid  at  South  Witham. 

(8)  A 5 61  bore  was  sunk  at  South  Witham  to  a depth  of 

63  feet*  with  good  result. 


S.  INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply.  — There  are  93  cowsheds  in  the  area.  These  are 
periodically  inspected. 

Meat. — There  are  only  a few  slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 
These  lire  licensed,  and  are  inspected.  No  action  has  been 
necessary  during  tha  year,  with  regard  to  diseased  maafc.

It  will  be  noticed  that  Chicken-Pox,  which  became  notifiable 
local 2 j in  1924,  was  f airly  prevalent,  though  imch  lass  so  than 
in  2924. 

’There  were  two  small  epidemics  of  scarlet,  fever  during  the 
year,  and  in  the  case  of  the  second  one  at  Coletarworth  in  ’ 
September,  there-  was  every  reason  to  fear  an  outbreak,  and  the 
Isolation  Hospital  was  opened,  five  cases  being  admitted.  There 
were  no  subsequent  cases  from  this  village. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Three  cases  of’  enteric  fever  occurred  at  Denton,  one  having 
a fatal  termination.  It  was  difficult  to  account  fear  the  origin 
of  the  cases.  The  Authority  paid  for  the  nursing  of  th«se 
patients.

It  seems  certain  that  Scarlet  Fever  is  now  a much  milder 
complaint  than  it  used  to  be,  and  it  is,  in  fact,  vary  difficult 
to  diagnose  with  certainty,  for  this  reason.  Diphtheria  is 
probably  also  milder.  The  more  extensive  use  of  bacteriological 
examination  of  throat  swabs  has  increased  tha  accuracy  of 
diagnosis,  and  prevented  the  inclusion  of  other  conditions 
which,  clinically,  cannot  be  distinguished  with  certainty. 

It-  has  not  been  necessary  to  use  the  Shich  and  Dick  teste. 

The  Ffedioal  Officer  has  not  been  called  upon  to  vaccinate 
under  tha  1917  regulations.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


An  estimate  of  the  prevalence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the 
district  was  made  in  the  report  for  1824. 

In  the  light  of  further  examination  of  the  records,  it 
appears  that  the  figures  then  given  were  rather  too  high, 
and  it  would  be  fairly  accurate  to  say  that  2 per  1000  of 
the  population  are  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  one  per  1000  from  other  forms  of  the  disease.  This 
may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Seven  patients  were  admitted  from  the  district  into 
sanatoria  during  the  year,  for  treatment  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  Two  were  cured,  one  improved,  two  are  still 
under  treatment,  end  two  advanced  cases  died. 

During  the  year  twelve  cases  of  pulmonary  and  four 
cases  of  non~pulmonary  tuberoulosis  were  notified,  and 
there  were  tan  deaths  from  pulmonary  find  one  from  non- 
pulmonary  disease.
